Rapid. progress by all the railroads of } 
the country in recruiting mechanics to 
replace striking shopmen, was reported 
yesterday by the Association of Railway 
Executives. Following closely came the 
announcement last night by W. W. At- 
terbury, Vice President in charge. of 
operation of the Pennsylvania System 
that his road intended not only to fill 
the places of all the strikers, but would 
increase its repair shop forces by 10,000 
men this fall. Already the force is 94 per 
cent. ‘normal, he said. The ‘additional 
shopmen are to be taken on for a limited 
period, he explained, in preparation for 
handling the expected unusual heavy 
movement of coal and grain. 

It is estimated that 300,000 shopmen 
were now in the employ of the railroads, 
and that they are short only between 
75,000 and 100,000 men to round up nu- 
merically normal working shop forces. 

Local railroad executives said the 
figures given out by the Executives As- 
sociation were ‘‘proof that the strike is 
broken and that the strikers are now re- 
turning to work.’’ They reiterated their 
prediction that,they would have full and 
efficient shop forces in less than six 
week and that a ‘‘complete breakdown 
of the strike will have taken place by 
Sept. 15.” 

Leaders of the striking shopmen ir the 
metropolit@n district smiled when in- 
formed: of the. executives’ - statements. 
‘‘Let them talk all they want,’’ said J. 
J. Dowd, chairman of the central strike 
committee, ‘‘-but our men are not wor- 
ried, for they know that victory is near.” 


16,621 Recruits in Three Days. 


The figures made public by the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives showed 
that the total mumber of men added 
to the shop forces for the first three 
days of this week totaled 16,621, repre- 
senting the largest gain in shopmen re- 
corded since the strike began. The daily 
gain in shopmen as reported to the 
asscciation was as follows:

Leaders Consider 
Strike Situation So Hopeful 
They Halt Further Legislation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The Gov- 
ernment Coal Distribution and Price 
Control bill was passed in the House to- 
day by a vote of 214 to 61. This is the 
second of the administration’s measures 
intended to cope with the coal situa- 
tion and bring about~ stability in the 
coal industry. The other measure, the 
fact-finding commission, has already 
passed through the first legislative 
stages. The Senate is expected  speed- 
ily to concur in the House action. 

These two measures, one intended to 
control the distribution and price of 
coal through priority arrangement and 
the other seeking to find out causes 
leading to the persistent labor troubles 
in the industry, comprise, it was an- 
nounced in official circles today, all 
the legislation the President now thinks 
necessary. With soft coal mining re- 
sumed and expectation that agreements 
will be reached before the end of the 
week for reopening the anthracite mines 
on the Tuesday following Labor Day, 
the serious situation appears to be 
giving way to hope for the restora- 
tion of normal coal conditions. 

Leaders in Congress, in a recent con- 
ference with the President, came away 
with the opinion that the administra- 
tion was willing that Congress adjourn 
without providing further legislation to 
deal with existing strikes. The leaders 
are determined that Congress shall not 
adjourn ‘until.peace in the coal and 
railroad war is at hand and’ that if 
eonditions should demand drastic action 
it will remain here to consider remedies. 

But if the aspects continue favorable, 
the. Republican leaders believe legisla- 
tion now pending will be sufficient. If 
this should prove true Congtess will 
adjourn finally in the first week in 
October. 

The Coal Control bill was passed with 
only one amendment, that limiting the 
life of coal distribution to January, 
1924. Efforts to eliminate the section 
which permitted the President to re- 
store distribution after January, 1924, 
if he declared an jemergency existed, 
were futile. In the Committee of the 
Whole the amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Rayburn to eliminate this 
discretionary power was adopted by a 
vote of 85 to 64. The House- subse- 
quently, by a vote of 148 to 124, restored 


it. The only amendment adopted was 
Representative Sanders’s, limiting dis- 
tribution to January, 1924.

ATTACKS FOES OF LABOR. 


Lewls, In Labor Day Address, Com- 
pares Them to Animal Drivers. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 31.—Peéwerful 
forces are at work to break 
organized labor and ‘‘ deal with it on 
the same basis that some persons deal 
with their horses and mules,’’ declares 
John L. Lewis, President of the United 
Mine Workers’ in a Labor Day state- 
ment issued today. ; 

“These forees regard labor as a 
piece of property which they own and 
must control,’’ he continued. ‘* They 
fail to take into consideration the 
humak element in labor. It is their 
avowed purpose to reduce the working- 
man to such a low level of existence 
that he will be unable to defend him- 
self against any form-of brutality and 
starvation that the employer might wish 
to inflict. 

“Since Labor Day, 1921, this conflict 
has raged with increasing intensity 
until it has engulfed the entire ration 
in industrial strife. But labor = still 
stands, its columns unbroken, and it 
will continue to stand to the-end of 
the fight. Organized labor can not be 
destroyed. It is here to stay. Those 
employers and those interests that are 
now working so hard to wipe it out 
should learn the best way t> deal with 
labor is to be fair and just. 

‘Let us hope that this vicious at- 
tack may cease so that there may be 
permanent industrial peace in America. 
Labor stands ready to do its part in 
bringing about that happy condit!on. 
Labor expresses the fervent hope’ that 
the great American public will take 
such an interest in industria! affairs 
as to make it possible for organized 
labor and employers to Hve together in 
harmonious relationship.’

Value $1,204,000 Under That 
June Shipments Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The ton- 
nage of bituminous and anthracite ex- 
ported during July was very small, the 
Commerce Department announced. Ex- 
ports of bituminous amounted to 366,287 
tons, worth $2,000,000, as compared with 
540,550 tons, worth $3,000,000, in June, 
and with’ 2,649,000 tons, worth $15,- 
000,000, in July a year ago. Anthracite 
exports totaled 16,698 tons, worth $150,-

| Bureau of Mines Calls It Nearest 
Approach to Anthracite. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The use of 
coke as a domestic fuel was urged today 
by the Bureau of Mines, which warned 
; householders that with the prospect of 
| seeing the coal bin stocked with anthra- 
cite becoming a ‘ doubtful possibility ” 
} the bulkiness of coke should not permit 
|}the Winter to approach without an 
‘*adequate supply of fuel.” 

‘““Coke should te used for” heating 
houses,’’ the bureau said, ‘ because it 
is the nearest approach to anthracite 
as a domestic fuel and because with the 
mining of bituminous coal rapidly reath- 
ing the normal stage of production it 
should be readily available for the com- 
ing Fall and Winter. It is a clean and 
convenient fuel. eliminates smoke, re- 
duces the necessity of cleaning the fur- 
nace and flues, requires less attention 
than coal and gives more uniform tem- 
perature in tne house.”’

of coke in heating houses would result 
in more soft coal being used in by- 
product plants, saving many by-products

| Dial Attacks Hoover’s Agreement 
on Coal Prices.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 31.—The Senate 
this afternoon considered Senator Bor- 
ah’s bill for the creation of a fact-find- 
ing commission to investigate the coal 
industry. The bill provides, anene 
other things, that the commission shall 
| submit recommendations for standardiz- 
| ing mines, living conditions and cost of 
| production and shall also make recom- 
mendations as to “the advisability or 
the -necessity of nationalizing the coal 
industry ’’ and ‘the feasibility or ne- 
eessity of governmental regulation and 
control of the coal. industry.’’ It is 
somewhat along the lines of the Winslow 
bill for the creation of a fact-finding 
commission proposed by the House, but 
goes further in its directions to the com- 
mission as to subjects on which recom- 
mendations shall be submitted. 

Senator Kellogg spoke of the serious 
coal situation in the Northwest. Senator 
Willis contended that the chief trouble 
with reference to the coal supply was 
the falling down of transportation facili- 
ties. Senator Sutherland said West 
Virginia was roducing coal, but was 
having difficulty in transporting it.

A suit was filed in the Federal Court 
in Broeklyn yesterday afternoon on the 
order of United States Attorney General 
Daugherty to restrain A. Schrader’s Son, 
Inc., manufacturers of valves, gauges 
and pneumatic tire accessories, from the 
continuance of an alleged violation of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law. Accord- 
ing to the Goyernment’s complaint the 
corporation has issued ‘“‘licenses’’ to 
dealers, by the terms of -which the 
dealers are required to sell only to man- 
ufacturers and dealers designated by the 
company, and at prices fixed by the 
company. The licenses are revokable at 
the will of the Schrader Company, ac- 
cording to the complainant, and the sys- 
tem constitutes a monopoly. The firm 
is one of the largest of the kind in the 
United States, and, according to the 
Government’s complaint, represents the 
entire production in the United States 
of some of its products.

Sir Frederick Lewis Says Some 
of Proposed Laws Are Unfair 
to Other Nations. 


FOR FRIENDLYCO-OPERATIO 


London Chronicle Sees No Improve- 
ment Until American Taxpayers 
Rebel Against Subsidies. 


LONDON, Aug. 31 (Associated Press). 
—Legislation now being considered in 
the United States would entirely de- 
stroy the principle of reciprocity on 
which the present relations between the 
mercantile marines of the British Em- 
pire and the United States are founded, 
according to Sir Frederick W. Lewis, 
President of the Chamber of Shipping 
of the United Kingdom, 
night at the annual meeéing of Furness, 
Withy & Co. 

According to The London Times, Sir 
Frederick said that the legislation ‘‘ ap- 
peared to be inconsistent with the spirit | 
of the Washington conference.” 

Sir Frederick pointed out that British 
shipowners claimed no right to express 
an opinion on the direct subsidy pro- 
posals which were contemplated for the 
benefit of the American mercantile ma- 
rine, but when these proposals were ex- 
tended. to the point of discrimination 
against British and other shipping in 
United States ports, then “ different 
considerations arose.’’ i 

Recalling the old navigation laws 
whereby Britain reserved trade with her 
overseas possessions and coasting trade 
to her own vessels, Sir Frederick quoted 
a formal communication dated Nov. 3, 


1847, in which the American Minister 
urged that universal reciprocity in the 
widest sense was held by the American 
Government as the only appropriate 
basis for intercourse between two na- 
tions. The Minister urged the removal 
of commercial restrictions as advanta- 
geous to both countries. 

In 1849, relying on his assurances that 
America would do all that Great Britain 
did, a bill was passed throwing open 
all British trades to vessels of all flags, 
coastal trade alone being excluded. In 
1845 Great Britain threw open the 
coastal trade, an action which America 
never reciprocated. But the bargain in. 
1849 had been kept. and in all foreign 
trade vessels with British and American | 
flags had been on an equality in the 
ports of both countries. 

The London Times says: 

‘Sir Frederick Lewis's position as 
President of the Chamber of Shipping 
lends weight to his most emphatic dec- | 
lgration that there is no propaganda on 
the part of British shipowners directed 
against the growth and development of | 
the American Mercantile Marine, | 
from time to time alleged in s 
quarters.”’ 

It adds that in past addresses Sir 
Frederick readily acknowledged the cir- 
cumstances in which the great revival of 
the American mercantile marine had its 
origin, 
fairly when he said that just as the 
United States could not be expected to 
scrap its mercantile fleet after the war, 
so Britain could not be expected, when 
the conflict was over, to sacrifice the 
trade which she had built up through 
generations. Sir Frederick again ex- | 
pressed the belief that the best solution | 
for providing employment for both Brit- 
ish and American. fleets was friendly 
co-operation, with a view to increasing 
the world’s trade.

BIRTH RATE FALLS OFF 


Death Rate Rises 
Quarter of the Year. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The birth 
rate is declining and the death rate in- 
creasing, according to statistics Smade 
public teday by the Census Bureau cov- 
ering the first quarter of the year. 

The birth rate in the States from 
which comparative figures were avail- 
able showed an average of 23.3 for each 
thousand of population in the first three 
months of 1922, against 25.3 in 1921, 
while the mortality average in the regis- 
tration area in the first quarter this 
year was 13.7, against 12.6 in the same 
period last year. 

North Carolina, with 29.2, reported the 
highest birth rate for the three months 
this year, and the State of Washington, 
with 16.5, the lowest. The District of 
Columbia had the highest mortality rate, 


with 17.6, and Wyoming the lowest, 
with 9.6.

Close Vote to Sustain Veto. 


It will take sixty-four votes to over- 
turn a veto in the Senate. Thirty-three 
votes are necessary to sustain a veto. 
The constitutional rule provides that 
two-thirds of both Houses are necessary 
to place a bill on the statute books over 
the disapproval of the President. Two- 
thirds of the Senate membership is 
sixty-four. 

In today’s vote by which the bonus 
bill was passed the negatives numbered 
twenty-two. Added to this ten paired 
against the measure and the total is 
within-one of enough votes to sustain 
a Presidential disapproval. Of two ab-| 
sentees who were not paired, one was 
against the Lill and another is supposed 
to be against it.

Three Optional Plans Provided for 
World War Veterans. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31..As amended 
by the Senate, the Soldiers’ Bonus bill 
would become effective Jan. 1, 1923, and 
would provide three optional plans for 
veterans of the World War other than 
those whose adjusted service pay would 
not exceed $50. These would be paid in 
cash, The options are: 

Adjusted service certificates, payable 
in twenty years, or sooner at death, and 
containing loan provisions. 

Vocational training aid at the rate of 
$1.75 a day up to a total of 140 per cent. 
of the adjusted service credit. 

Aid in purchasing a farm or home, the 
total amount to range from 100 per cent. 
of the adjusted service credit, if the 
money were advanced in 1923, to 140 per 
cent. of the adjusted service credit if 
the payment were made in 1928 or there- 





after. 


Adjusted service pay, or adjusted ser- 


vice credit would be figured on the 
basis of $1 a day for domestic service 
and $1.25 a day for foreign sepvice, less 
the $60 paid at discharge. But in no 
évent could the amount of the credit of 
the veteran who performed no overseas 
service exceed $500, or the amount of 
the credit of the veteran who performed 
any Overseas service exceed $625. e 


Face Value of Certificates. 


Adjusted service certificates would 
have a face value equal to the sum of 
the adjusted service credit of the veteran 
increased by 25 per cent., plus interest 
thereon for twenty years at the rate of 
4% per cent. a year, compounded an- 
nually. 

Until Jan. 1, 1926, any national bank, 
or any bank or trust company incorpor- 
ated under the laws of any State, Ter- 
ritory, possession, or the District of Co- 
lumbia would be authorized to loan: to 
any veteran upon his promissory note se- 
cured by his adjusted service certificate 
any amount not in excess of 50 per cent. 
of the total of the adjusta@ scrvice credit 
plus interest thereon from the date of 
the certificate to the date of the loan, 
at the rate of 4144 per cent. a year. 

Should the veteran fail to pay the); 
principal and interest of the loan within | 
six months after its maturity, the Gov- 
ernment would pay to the bank the 
amount of such principal and interest 
and take over the certificate. This would 
be restored to the veteran at any time 
prior to its maturity upon receipt from 
him of the amount paid by the Govern- | 
ment to the bank, plus interest on that 
amount at the rate of 444 per cent. a 
year, compounded annually. 

The rate of interest charged the vet- 
eran md the Bank could not exceed -by 
more than 2 per cent. a year the rate 
charged at the date of the~loan for the 
discount of commercial paper by the 
Federal Reserve Bank for the Federal 
Reserve District in which the bank was 
located. 

If a veteran died before the maturity | 
of the loan the Government would pay 
to the bank the principal and interest 
and to the beneficiary named by the vet- | 
eran, or the estate of the veteran, the 
face value of the certificate less the 
amout paid to the bank. 


Government Loan Provisions. 


After Jan. 1, 1926, veterans holding 
certificates could make direct applica- 
tion through Postmasters for Govern- 
ment loans. 

If such loan were made at any time 
not more than three years after the date

If the loan were made at any time 
more than six years after the date of the 
certificate, the sum could not exceed 70 
per cent. of tne aajusted service credit, 
increased by 25 per cent. plus interest at 
41%4 per cent. from the date of the cer- 
tificate to the date of the loan. - 

The veteran would repay the loan upon 
an amortization plan by méans of a 
fixed number of annual instalments suf- 
ficient to cover interest 6n the unpaid 
principal at-the rate of 4% per cent. 
and such amount of the principal -as 
would extinguish the debt within an 
agreed period, not exceeding the life of 
the certificate. 

If a veteran failed to make any pay- 
ment when due, the Secretary of the 
Treasury at any time prior to the ma- 
turity of the certificate would cancel 
the note and restore the certificate to 
the veteran upon receipt of all instal- 
ments in arrears, together with interest 
at 4% per cent., compounded annually, 
upon each such instalment’ from the 
time when due. 


Loan Cancelled at Death. 


In event of the death of the veteran 
before the maturity of the loan, the 
loan and note would be canceled and 
the Government would pay to the bene- 
ficiary named by, or to the estate of, 


the veteran the face value of the cer- 
tificate, less the principal of and interest 
on the Government loan. 

The certificate of a veteran would be 
canceled only in case he failed to re- 
deem it before its maturity, or if he 
failed to make any payments when due 
and such default continued to his 
death, 

The land settlement aid option of the 
House bill nas been stricken out and 
the Smith-McNary reclamation bill sub- 
stituted. Under that measure veterans 
would be given preference in employ- 
ment on reclamation projects and in ob- 
taining homesteads on land reclaimed. 
They woule be required, however, to 
pay for such homesteads without fur- 
ther Government aid, on the same foot- 
ing as other homesteaders. Settlement 
would be open to all veterans of the 
World War, the Spanish-American War 
and the Philippine insurrection, and ir?

In 1856 the American Government simi- 
larly revoked the exequaturs of the Brit- 
ish Consuls in New York, Philadelphia 
and Cincinnati because the-- had alleged- 
ly helped to recruit for the British Army 
in America.

It is 
intimated that attempts were made to 
coerce British subjects into using Ship- 
ping Board vessels instead of those of 
British registry. 

Consul Slater has been transferred by 
the State Department to Coruna,’ Spain, 
it was announced this afternoon, and 
Vice Consul Brooks has been sent to 
Dresden, Germany. 

Pending a tnorough investigation of 
the charges, State Department officials 
declined to make any detailed’ state- 
ment concerning them. “It was ex- 
plained that the papers had just been 
received and there had not been time 
to go into them fully.

WASHINGTON} Atig.c34.—The Federal 
Trade Commission, in a formal >com- 
plaint issued today, charged that the 
proposed. Midvale-Republic-Inland~- steel 
merger is an unfair method of competi- 
tion in violation of Section 5 of the Fed- 
eral. Trade Commission act. 

Named as respondents in the complaint 
are the Midvale Steel and Ordnance 
Company of Philadelphia, the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company, New York 
City; and the Inland Steel Company, 
Chicago. The respondents have -thirty 
days in. which to file dnswers, but the 
date of the hearings before the commis- 
sion has not been fixed. 

In a Complaint dated June 3 the Trade 
| Commission made’ similar charges 
against the proposed Bethlehem-lacka- 
wanna, merger, 

A peculiar situation has resulted from 
the issuance of today’s complaint, in 
that one branch of the Government 
charges that the proposed mergers are 
unfair under the Trade Commission act, 
while another branch, the Department of 
Justice, ha’ given’ the steel mergers a 
clean bill. of;health under the Clayton 
and Sherman Anti-Trust laws. On July 
21, after hearings conducted at intervals 
for several weeks, Attorney General 
Daugherty, In ‘response to a resolution of 
inquiry introduced by Senator La Fol- 
lette, reported ty the Senate that under 
the Sherman and Clayton acts there was 
not the slightest ground for belief that 
restraint. of trade or monopolistic control 
would result fromthe proposed mergers. 
Mr. Daugherty held that instead of re- 
straining trade, the mergers were cal- 
culated to result in a furtherance of 
trade. 


Deelares Tendency to “Monopoly. 


The gist of the complaint is that the 
Federal Trade-Commission, after a pres 
lHminary inquiry, has reason to believe 
that the merger or consolidation of 
these .thrée competing, ‘steel companies, 
which witl center the-control of some 


thirty-five independent companies in one 
group, will-eliminate competition be- 
tween the companies and will’tend to 
create a monopoly in iron and _ steel 
products in Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Indiana, Michigan 
and Illinois. 

The complaint recites that on or 
about. June_ 7,,,1922,. the respondents 
entered into an agreement to merge 
their properties into: a common enter- 
prise and that this merger is being car- 
ried out. The merger agreement pro- 
vides that the Midvale and Inland Com- 
panies are to merge into one corpora- 
tion under the laws of Delaware, the 
resulting corporation to obtain all the 
properties, assets, business and stock 
of other companies controlled by them. 
The new corporation thus formed is 
then to acquire the properties held by 
the Republic Iron and Steel Company. 

Of the thirty-five or more separate 
corporations which would- be brought 
under one control by the three company 
merger, the complaint recites the names 
and locations of twenty-one. organiza- 
tions controlled by Midvale, eight by 
Republic, and six by Inland. Each of 
the three’ merging companies in itself 
is an integrated company, owning or 
controlling subsidiaries engaged in the 
production of iron ore, coal and lime- 
stone and-in the transportation of these 
raw materials to the steel plants. It is 
set forth in the complaint that the merg- 
| ing companies and their subsidiaries are 
in direct competition. with one another 
in interstate commerce and are also in 
jirect competition. with-the products of 
other corporations not affected by the 
merger but engaged in similar lines of

Van Fleet Dissents From View. 

Commissioner Van Fleet voted against 
the issuing of the complaint against the 
merger and -résétved the'right to file a 
memorandum setting forth reasons for 
his dissefit. 

Chairnian Gaskilk of the Trade Com- 
mission, filed a long memorandum de- 
claring that the merger case came with- 
in the province of the Federal Trade 
Commission .Act..

any expression of opinion as: to the 
application ‘of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission Act. ~Nevertheless, the distinc- 
tion is not clear .to»the general public, 
nor yet té the whole of the legal fra- 
tefnity.: 4 . 

‘The Sherman law is both-a déclata- 
| tion that restraint of trade and monop- 
oly are contrary to public policy and a 
prohibition: of the use of certain speci- 
fied methods of accomplishing ‘either of 
| the unlawful objects. This definition of 
} unlawful methods is a limitation upon 
| the. scope of that law. And. so in a

The Court said, ‘The Sherman 
act is not involved here, except in so,-far 
as it shows a declaration of | eo ol- 
iey,to be considered in determining what 
are unfair methods of competition, which 
the .Federal .Trade Comission |is:‘em- 
powered to condenin and suppress.’. 


Bearing of the Clayton Act. 


‘The Clayton law stands with refer- 
ence to the Federal Trade Commission 
act in precisely the same relationship 


as the Sherman law. It is a de¢laration 
of public policy wnich is to be consid- 
ered in determining unfair methods of 
competition. 

‘That it was passed subsequent to 
the Federal Trade Commission act can- 
not foreclose the commission from look- 
ing to the Clayton act for declarations 
of. public policy. Even if it had no 
power to enforce any of its specific pro- 
visions, as it has no power to enforce 
the specific provisions of the Sherman 
law, what language of Section 5 per- 
mitting the commission to accept the 
publie policy of the Sherman act\pre- 
cludes it from regarding the Clayton act 
in like manner? , 
“In the pending case it seems to be 
clear that each of’the three companies 
is a. competitor of the other two. It is 
apparent that by the consummation of 
the proceedings now under way all com- 
petition ‘between them will cease. The 
centention is that the Clayton act has 
ng application because the plan does not 
contemplate the acquisition of any 
‘stock or other share capital,’ but will 
be carried out by a purchase of assets. 
In: Other words, the public policy de- 
clared in the Clayton law may he ig- 
nored and competition between compet- 
ing corporations be entirely eliminated 
because it is not done by«the specific 
method prohibited in that statute. 


Authority Under Section - 5. 


“If it were not for the continuing 
application of Section 5 of the Federal 


Trade Commission act to any method 
which contravenes public policy when- 
ever and however properly declared, be- 
eause of a dangerous tendency unduly 
to hinder cenipetition, the argument 
might be found. The Beechnut case 
probably could not have been prosecuted 
to a successful conclusion under the 
Sherman law because there was no cen- 
tract, combination or conspiracy pres- 
ent. If the Clayton law stood alone, 
upon the facts stated, I question 
whether the appearance of a violation 
of that law lies in the instant case and 
doubt whether the commission could 
proceed as for a violation of that law. 

‘“But the Federal Trade Commission 
act has provided an administrative 
agency equipped with an interpretative 
discretion, operative between the legis- 
lative act and the judicial review, au- 
thorized to take notice of all declara- 
tions of public policy in the field of free 
and all methods, whether 
defined by statute or

unduly to hinder competition, 
vene the public policy wherever found 
to be authoritatively declared. 

‘In this aspect of the law it seems to 
me that it is unnecessary to consider 
whether the Sherman law or the Clayton 
law have been or would be violated by 
the proposed merger. The-public policy 
as declared in the Clayton law is cer- 
tainly opposed to the proceedings under 
consideration. That fact appearing,. In 
my view of the law, the issue of a com- 
plaint under Section 5 of the Federal 
Trade Commission act is indicated as 
the necessary and proper procedure. For 
it is that act, if any, which has been 
violated by the pending merger of these 
three companies.’’ 


Van Fleet Sees Straining at Gnat. 


Commissioner Vernon W. Van Fleet, in 
a dissenting memorandum, said: 

‘‘The usual method of procedure has 
been somewhat varied in this case in 
that a full hearing was given prior to 
the issuance of a complaint. What I 
deem to be a full disclosure of the facts 
has been made with a thorough presén-~ 
tation of the law. It appears that the 
chief competitor of the respondents is 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
controlling about 45 per cent. of the steel 
business of the country as against a pos- 
sible 714 per cént. of the combined 
respondents.” 

‘This great corporation is reputed to 
be probably the most efficiently man- 
aged business concérn in the world. It 
has vast power, albeit wisely adminis- 
tered. It can produce a ton of steel at 
from three to five dollars a ton cheaper 
than its competitors. It would seem 
that the so-called independents exist by 
its wise tolerance. It evidently domi- 
nates the trade. 

‘* Yet, in such a condition of affairs, 
we 4 to. prevent this comparatively 
insignificant combination, whose object 
plainly is to affect economies. That 
such a combination could, if it wished, 
restrain trade or create a monopoly is 
out of the question. We seek to pre- 
vent this small combined competition. 
We strain at the gnat and swallow the 
camel.”’

They 
do not allow an adequate rate of return 
upon even the indisputable amount of 
the actual investment in our_gas prop- 
erties, as found by the commission. The 
courts have held that we are. entitled 
to earn a fair return upon the present 
cost to reproduce our properties, which 
the commission admits would’ be very 
much more than the original‘investment. 
*The rates fixed by the commission 
make no allowance for reimbursement 
to these companies of any‘ part of the 
deficiencies ‘ earnings, amountin os 
about $54,891,530.19, sustained. by 
since Jan. v 197, the period dorine 
which these. compantfés have been, strug- 
gling to obtain rellef from confiscatory 
Statutory rates. We believe we are en- 
titled under the decisions, to be -reim- 
bursed for losses during this period; 
the commission has left ali this out of 
| account. 
‘‘ The rates fixed by. the commission 
| likewise take no account and make no 
provision for the .present high | prices 
of anthracite and bituminous coal and 
of coke, these fuel prices are now higher 
than they were.at any time during the 
war period. If these conditions con- 
tinue until, by reason of exhaustion of 
cecal on hand, these companies. are com- 
| pelled to purehase and use large-quan- 
tities of coke and coal at such prices as 
those now pce, A a rates’ now -re- 
quired by the commission would become 
entirely inadequate, The actual ex- 
istent conditions as. ‘to the cost; of- coal, 
oil and Jabor do not warrant the re- 
ductions in, rates -prescribed by the 
commission.’

PENDING AN APPEAL 


Supreme Court of United States 
|. to Pass on Cases of Larkin 
and Gitlow. 


_ Judge Koenig yesterday in General 
Sessions ordered James P. Larkin and 
Benjamin’ P. Gitlow, anarchists, re- 
turned to Great Meadows Prison. to fin- 
ish indeterminate terms of from five to 
ten years. They surrendered on a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt issued for 
them several months ago by Judge Cary 
doza of the Court of Appeals in con- 
nection with their appeals filed in that 
court from their conviction of criminal 
anarchy. 

Before Judge Koenig ordered the men 
taken back to prison counsel for Git- 
low told the court that application hae 
been made to Justice Brandeis in the 
United States Supreme Court to release 
the men on bail pending their appeal 
from the decision of the Court of Ap- 
péals to the highest cuvurt. He added 
that Justice Brandeis had re*erred the 
motion to the full court, which would 
sit in October. 

When Assistant District Attorney John 
Caldwell Myers expressed opposition, 
Judge Koenig denied the request of 
counsel fer the anarchists that their 
bail be continued until the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court.

Press).—Wind and rain having slack- 
ened somewhat tonight, the prospects 
seem fairly promising for a start to- 
morrow evening by the four American 
long distance swimmers in an effort to 
cross the English Channel from Dover 
to some point on the French shore. :

There. are 123. players entered in the 
national tennis tournament for the sin- 
gles championsh:p of the United States 
in which play ‘will start a week from 
today at the Germantown Cricket Club, 
Philadelphia.

R. N. Williams 2d is an- 
other competitor who possesses two legs 
on the trophy. 

Johnston's most formidable rival until 
he meets Tilden will be Vincent Rich- 
ards, whom he should meet in the seri- 
finals. Richards is in the second quar- 
ter of the top half of the draw. With 
Johnston in the first quarter are José 
Alonso of the Spanish Davis Cup team, 
Watson M. Washburn, former interna- 
tionalist; S. Howard Voshell and Manuel 
Alonso, the greatest player of Spain.

Committee Decides Disputed 
Pole Vault Issue in Favor of 
Mercury Foot Athletes. 


At a meeting of the Junior Track and 
Field Championship Committee of the 
Metropolitan Association of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, held at the head- 
quarters in this city yesterday after- 
noon, it was officially decided to award 
the disputed team championship to the 
New York Athletic Club. In the cham- 
pionship meet held at the Brooklyn Ath- 
letic Field on Aug. 19, the team repre- 
senting the New York A. C. scored the 
greatest number of points, but the 
awarding of the championship was with- 
held pending a meeting of the Cham- 
pionship Committee because of the fact 
that only three competitors took part in 
the pole vault, while the entry blanks 
stipulated that unJess there were five en- 
trants in any event the event would not 


be held. The New York A. C. scored 
eight points in the pole vault, giving the 
Mercury Footers a total of 47 points, 
while the Newark A. C. scored a total 
of 42. If the points scored in this event 
had not been counted, the N. Y. A. C. 
would have had a total of 39 points, 
which would have given the team cham- 
pionship to the Newark A. C. 

Of those who attended yesterday’s 
meeting, John Deignan, Chairman of 
the committee, seemed to stand alone in 
the contention that the points scored in 
the pole vault should not be counted, 
but that the prizes won by the athletes 
in the event should be awarded to en- 
courage competition in this event. It 
was decided, however, that the rule pro- 
viding for at least five competitors in 
an event had not been promulgated by 
the present committee, but had been 
adopted by a previous conunittee as an 
emergency measure during the war, 
when the scarcity 
quently made the awarding of prizes a 
costly affair. At that time, unless there 
were five or more eutrants for cach 
event on & program, the club or associa- 
tion holding the meet could cancel the 
event’ and thus save the money that 
would have been expende:] in prizes.

N. A. A. F. DEMANDS 
EQUAL VOTING POWER 


Would Join American Olympic 
Association if Given Same 


Voice as A. A. U. 


According to officials of the recently 
organized National Amateur Athletic 
Federation, the federation is willing to 
join the American Olympic Assotiation, 
providing the constitution of that body 
is revised to meet certain proposals set 


forth by the federation. In a state- 
ment issued yesterday officials of the 
N. A. A. F. declared they believed their 
organization should be accorded equal 
voting power with the Amateur Athletic 
Union and that the principle of jurisdic. 
tion, which the A. A. U. claims over 
sports in the United States, should be re- 
moved. 

The statement follows: 

The Executive Committee of the fed- 
eration recently dispatched a formal 
letter to the Executive Committee of 
the American Olympic Association 
stating that it was prepared to join if 
given equal voting power with the 
Amateur Athletic Union regardless of 
how the total number of votes was 
reached, and if the Amateur Athletic 
Union jurisdiction claim is eliminated 
from the American Olympic Associa- 
tion constitution. The federation feels 
that the jurisdiction of the American 
Olympic Association should be com- 
plete and unquestioned in so far as 
America’s participation in the Olympic 
games is concerned, and that the 
American Olympic Association is not 
concerned with questions of local jur- 
isdiction. If it is to be a truly repre- 
sentative American Olympic Associa- 
tion it should have complete, unques- 
tioned jurisdiction within its field, 
and, therefore, should not derogate 
from its own sovereignty by stripping 
itself of any vestige of that control 
either directly or indirectly. : 

Under the present rules controlling 
the receipt of entries in the Olympic 
games, every entry blank must. bear 
two guarantees—that of the organiza- 
tion in the country concerned, recog- 
nized as having jurisdiction in a given 
sport, and with which the Interna- 
tional Federation responsible for the 
conduct of that sport in the Olympic 
games is in alliance, and, second, the 
guarantee of the National Olympic 
Committee. The federation feels that 
the guarantees of the American Olym- 
pic Committee should be sufficient, 
provided tiie various sports bodies In 
America guarantee to the local Olym- 
pic Association the status of their va- 
rious representative athletes. 

An official of the Amateur Athletic 
Unton, who declined to permit his name 
to be used, denied late yesterlay that a 
revision of the constitution of the Amer- 
ican Olympi« Association was being con- 
sidered in accordance with the proposals 
of the N. A. A. E. He stated that the A. 
A. U. is perfectly capable of looking af- 
ter its own affairs without any help from 
the N. A. A. F.

PUBLIC LINKS TITLE 
WON BY EDDIE HELD 


Young St. Louis Golfer Defeats 
Dick Walsh at Toledo for 
New Championship. 


Special to The New York Times. 
TOLEDO, Aug. 31.—Eddie Held of St. 
Louis demonstrated here today that he 
is the leader of the public links golfers 
of the United States.. Held waded 


through a field of thirty-two of the best 
public links players in the country, 
culled from a list of 136 contestants, 
who had gathered at Toledo in an at- 
tempt to qualify for the first national 
public links championship ever staged, 
And today this 19-year-old 130-pound 
wizard from the West swamped Dick 
Walsh of New York. in the final under a 
6 and 5 score for the thirty-six holes. 
This victory made Held the first holder 
of the James D. Standish Trophy, as 
| well as the winner of the title and the 
_ medal offered for the champion- 
ship. 

Walsh's putting game failed him to- 
day. The New Yorker lost seven holes 
on the green, which tells the story. 

Held had the honor, and started the 
match with Walsh by slicing to the 
rough and leaving himself so badly 
stymied by a tree that he. could do 
nothing but chip out to the fairway. 
Walsh in the meantime had got off a 
perfect drive, and was on the green 
with his second. Held’s approach was 
on the green, but he was still away, 
and it looked easy for Walsh, who was 
only fifteen feet from the pin, but Held 
laid his approach putt dead, while Dick 
took three putts, and the hole was 
halved in 5s. 

Going to the 572-yard second, both had 
good drives and good seconds, but 
Walsh came through with a wonderful 
hird shot, leaving his ball two feet from 
the flag. Held, while looking over his 
line of putt, accidentally kicked Dick's 
ball, and then conceded the hole, 4 to 5. 
Walsh, now 1 up, hooked up on the 275- 
yard third, while Held was on the far 
edge of the green. Dick made an amaz- 
ing chip shot to within three feet of the 
pin and then missed an easy putt, Held 
holing out with two putts and squaring 
the match. The fourth and fifth were 
halved, but at the short 217-yard sixth. 
where both drove the green, Walsh 
again took three putts, losing the hole. 
This made Held 1 up: 

The 27l-yard seventh was divided in 
birdie 3's, Walsh driving to the rough 
but making a wonderful recovery, and 
holing out with one putt. Held, who 
had driven the green, took the conven- 
tional two putts for a half. 


Play Is Under Par. 


Coming back they played the tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth in 4—3— 
3—3 equal to 2 under par, and the gal- 
lery was in an uproar, as first one and 
then the other pulled off a brilliant shot. 


But the long 576-yard fourteenth proved 
a hoodoo to Walsh, he taking three putts 
and becoming 3 down. 

They divided the fifteenth in 4s, but 
at the sixteenth Held chipped close 
enough to sink his ball with ne putt 
and won the hole 4 to 5. Held was now 
4 up and it looked bad for Walsh. The 
New Yorker, got a hole back at the 
seventeenth, where Held was trapped, 
and as they halved the eighteenth in 
5s, both being in the brook that guards 
the green, they went to lunch with Held 
still 3 up. -

RUSSIAN ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 

At the season of the year when 
American professors are returning to 
their lecture rooms and laboratories, 
many of their Russian fellow-citizens 
in the republic of letters are on their 
way into exile or are sitting without 
students in prison. Some of them, no 
doubt, are of the number who have 
been banished to an island beyond the 
Arctic Circle to which even the Czars 
never sent criminals. For these intel- 
lectual leaders academic freedom is to 
be found only in some other country. 
And even there their full freedom is 
in peril because their families are kept 
in Russia as hostages. r 

One of the greatest of Europeans, 
himself fully conversant with Russian 
conditions, said a few years ago that 
if every educated Russian for the next 
twenty years were to become a teacher 
there would not be enough of them 
to educate Russia—not to speak of the 
need of highly trained men in develop- 
ing modern transportation, and in the 
direction of industries, mines and 
agriculture. And it was only a few 
months ago that KRASSIN, a trained 
engineer, was calling for scientists, 
engineers, experts of every kind, to 
come to thé help of Russia, in order 
to mend her broken machinery of in- 
dustry and commerce. But her 
economically insane and politically 
mad rulers are going even further 
than any Czar in their tyrannies. 

A few days ago we were told 
how the Bolshevist Government was 
scrupulously guarding the 
jewels and other priceless treasures, 
gathered by royal purchase or con- 
quest through centuries from the ends 
of the earth to make such splendors 
as no other court or country could 
boast. In crass and cruel inconsis- 
tency this same Government is throw- 
ing into the Arctic Sea or over Soviet 
borders the culture more precious 
than the wealth of these hoarded 
jewels. Far better would it be for 
Russia to sell her crown jéwels, and 
then nourish in her half starved and 
despondent scholars and _ scientists, 
liberated or brought home, that wis- 
dom the price of which is above rubies.

RAILWAY EQUIPMENT. 

The report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on railway equip- 
ment is not so conclusive as it ought 
to be, though its figures are to be ac- 
cepted as accurate. The report is un- 
convincing bécause of its lack of com- 
parisons. The real question is how 
much worse conditions are during the 
strike than normally. Always there 
is a certain amount of defective equip- 
ment, but we are not given the means 
of judging the relative extent of pres- 
ent deficiencies. Nor do the inspectors 
say how conditions have changed 
during the strike. The defects they 
réport were When the railways’ repair 
forces were at their lowest. It is un- 
doubted that the railways have been 
replacing worn equipment With new 
on an unusual scale. More than four 
times a8 many neéw cars .have been 
ordered thus far in 1922 as in all 1921. 
The case is similar with locomotives. 
Hardly a day passes without an- 
nouncement of purchases of engines. 
The Union Pacific has just ordered 
eighty, including fifty-five of the 
largest type ever built. The Pennsyl- 
varia has ordered 100. Good-order 
cars havé, indeed, been declining, but 
were still 140,253 at the latest report. 

It reacts against the strikers when 
they impute to railway mianagers 
such folly as ‘use of defective equip- 
ment, Such a policy would re- 
veal itself in break-downs and ac- 
cidents, There have been break- 
downs, but the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission attributes the worst 


of them to other causes than defects 
of eqiipment. There have been acci- 
dents, with injuries to passengers and 


crews. The figures reported are 449 | 


injured this year, against 621 for the 
comparable period last year. What- 


ever the conditions of the equipment, 
44,311 more cars have been loaded and 
moved this year than last, although 
there has been a decrease of 72,332 
coal-car loadings. ‘Thus the coal and 
shop strikes together have not pre- 
vented the railways from doing more 
work than last year.

AUSTRALIA AND THE DAVIS CUP. 

Australian tennis essays no unfa- 
miliar rdle today at Forest Hills in the 
Davis: Cup challenge finals, for the 
history of. the game in the island 
continent and that of the famous sil- 
ver punch bow! are so interrelated as 
almost to merge. It might be said 
that Australian tennis owes its status 
to the Davis Cup. It was the playing 
of Brookas and WILDING at Wimble- 
don in 1907, when they carried a‘! be- 
fore them and incidentally the cup to 
Melbourne, that raised the game, 80 
far as Australia was concerned, to the 
dignity of an international sport. 

From that year the Australian pub- 
lic ceased to reward tennis as insep- 
arable from afternoon tea, and in 
1908 thronged the Melbourne courts 
with a daily attendance of 5,000 to see 
the cup retained. Although América 
sent three teams to Australia in the 
succeeding years, with the exception 
of 1910, when the challenge round fel! 
through, the Davis Cup remained 
there till 1912, when it went to Eng- 
land.. The next year saw America 
once more in possession, but she re- 
tained it only till 1914, when the An- 
succeeded in regaining it. 
after that victory, WILDING 
fell ate Gallipoli, and Australia tem- 
porarily stopped ‘playing tennis. TuL-

RUMORS ABOUT AUSTRIA. 

The threats that this or that na- 
tion would invade and seize Austria 
if some other nation did something 
to help her, so prevalent last week, 
have died away, and with them, for 
the moment, the Danube crisis. The 
Austrian problem, remains. 
So does the more serious problem of 
the struggle of new groups of Powers 
for European predominance, in which

Immediately, the question is whether 
France and Italy will let anybody do 
Austria. Incorporation 
in Germany has been vetoed. It is 
doubtful if that would much help 
Austria. It would, indeed, make the 
German problem much less serious for 
France, for the addition of Austria 
would strengthen the anti-Prussian 
and anti-militaristic element in Gér- 
many. An _ incidental result would 
probably be the disappearance of mili- 
tant Pan-Germanism in Austria, 
when the Austrians learned what Ger- 
many is; and this, with economic con- 
siderations, would probably offset the 
political apprehension felt by Czecho- 


anything for 


slovakia. 

Next to that solution, if it did any 
solving, would be the entry of Austria 
into the Little Entente. This ts al- 
ready suggested by the commercial 
and political agreements with Czecho- 
slovakia. But Italy fears a new 
Danubian confederation, replacing the 
old empire. Czechoslovakia and Ru- 
mania are both friendly to Italy, and 
if Jugoslavia is not, it is principally 
the fault of Italian statesmen. That 
the Jugoslavs could drag their 
partners into a war against Italy is 
impossible; it will remain impossible 
unless Italian policy on the Danube 
makes itself dangerous to all the in- 
dependent States. 

Economic union with Italy, the other 
course now discussed, might be useful 
to Austria. It would lay heavy fe- 
sponsibilities—moral, political and fi- 
nancial—on Italy; it would offer the 
temptation to continue the policy of 
interference in Danubian affairs 
which was exemplified by DELLA 
TorReTTa’s upsetting of the Czecho- 
slovak attempt to mediate in the 
Burgenland affair last Fall. If forty 
million Italians are afraid that twelve 
millon Jugoslavs might imperil Italy 
by getting a part of Austria, it seems 
equally reasonable that twélve mil- 
lion Jugoslavs should fear that forty 
Million Italians might imperil Jugo- 
slavia by getting all of Austria. 

At any raté, Italy is not going to 
march'in just now, and if seems time 
for the discontinuance of the inspired 
campaign of reports from Italy that 
Jugoslavia is going to march in. This 
has, been categorically denied by Jugo- 
slav officials. Yet even when the 
campaign is given up it is done un- 
graciously. ‘‘ Convinced of the use- 
‘* Jessness of trying a blow at Austra, 
‘‘Jugoslavia has renounced for the 
‘* moment at least the execution of her 
‘‘ rapacious plan ’’—this is a sample 
of the sort of thing that is fed to 
correspondents in Rome, The evidence 
for the “ rapacious plan " comes from 
Italy, where thé papers were an- 
nouncing a few days ago that the 
Italian Army would seize Vienna if 
Austria joined the Little Eintente.

At the time of writing the longest 
“flight’’ had been one of eighteen min- 
utes, a record far surpabsed a few days 
later. Even that, however, was re- 
garded by the American observer as a 
large achievement, as indeed it was, 
and he quotes another onlooker as ex- 
claiming, as the machine rose somec 200 
feet, ‘‘ Why, it climbs like the dollar!’ 

The contestants, as Professor KULL- 
MER Saw them, were almost all .ittle 
more than boys—students in the techni- 
tal schools of Hanover and elsewhere in 
Germany. These young men had built 
their own machines under the greatest 
difficulty as regards the raising of 
money, ard one “ saiiplane’’ of which 
they had high hopes they were unable 
to complete in time for entering the con- 
tests simply because, in spite of all their 
appeals in official and private quarters, 
the small amount required could not be 
obtained. That seems strange, consid- 
ering the delight and exultation of the 
Germans at the demonstrated supertor- 
ity of their gliders to those of everybody 
else, especially the Frenchmen. 

And only a dozen of the two hundred 
members of the Hanover Flying Club 
were able to attend the exhibition from 
which Germany has derived so much 
glory. One of the dozen told Profés- 
sor KULLMER that he had come to the 
Rh6n with only $2, but expected to re- 
main for ten days. 

These facts throw light on both the 
present cost of living in Germany and 
on the lack of money with which to 
pay what it costs.

SOFT COAL IN GRATES. 


Not So Clean to Handle,

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Doubtiess many of us will be glad to 
burn soft coal this Winter, but there 
appears td be considerable apprehension 
in the minds of coal users as to whether 
it is possible to use this fuel in grates, 
heaters and boilers constructed to burn 
ar.thracite. 

Soft coal may roughly be divided into 
Semi-bituminous or low volatile and 
bituminous or high volatile. The best 
grades of the former compare more 
than favorably with anthracite. They 
have little smoke, lcss ash than anthra- 
cite, give great heat and burn slowly 
without much flame. They are, in fact, 
the best grade of coal for all residents 
in the non-anthracite regions. 

This semi-bituminous coal can be 
burned on any grate that will burn 
authracite. A few experiments with the 
draughts may be needed, but thereafter 
n6 trouble will be experienced. The labor 
of shaking down and removing ashes 
will be materially less. Here is an 
average analysis of the two coals:

Not all soft coals, however, come into 
this class. The high volatile bituminous 
coals are smoky, full of tar and not at 
all in accord with Eastern ideas. Still, 
these coals are widely used both for 
heat and power and aé very efficient 
heat producers. Therefore, if the 
anihracite crop be a short one this sea- 
son, there should be ample coal for all, 
provided sufficient time be allowed for 
its production and transportation. There 
is no ground for a panie-stricken rush 
to-buy a full Winter's supply at “any 
old price.’’ If we keep our heads, coal 
of some kind will be forthcoming.

WM. A. NASH, DEAN 
- OF BANKERS, DEAD 


Chairman of Corn Exchange 
Board Stricken Suddenly. 
With Apoplexy at 82. 


FOUNDED BANK’S BRANCHES 


, 
“Balance Wheel of Banking. Situa- 
tion” in Flurry of 1907 Began 
His Career as a Messenger. 


William .Alexander Nash, dean of New 
York bankers, died suddenly at his 
home, 410 Park Avenue, on Wednesday 
from apoplexy. Although he was 82 
years old, Mr. Nash up to the time of 
his death had been active in banking 
affairs and particularly in those of the 
Corn Exchange Bank, of which he was 
Chairman of the Board of Directors. He 
had returned Wednesday from Saranac 
Lake after a fortnight's vacation and 
seemed to be in the best of health. 

Mr. Nash was for more than half a 


century one cf the big figures in the 
banking world. He was only 15 years 
old when be became a ge clerk in the 
Corn Exchange Bank in 1855, then in a 
small brick building at William and 
Beaver Streets. The history of his ca- 
reer is véry largely the history of bank- 
ing in New York since Civil War days. 

He was born at Hudson, N..Y., on Jan. 
18, 1840. His brief school days were in 
the public schools in Brooklyn. For five 
years he was a clerk and messenger in 
the Corn Iixchange Bank, then he left 
to go to the Oriental Bank, returning 
after three years to the Corn xchange 
Bank as receiving teller In 1864 he be- 
came paying teller, in 1872 cashier and 
in 1888 President of the Corn Exchange. 

As a banker Mr. Nash was perhaps 
best known as the father of the branch 
bank plan. The Corn Exchange was the 
first institution to establish branches 
after a new law was passed to permit 
them. In 1894 the new Corn Exchange 
Building at Beaver and William Streets 
was completed. The Astor Place and 
the Hudson River Banks were merged 
with the Corn Exchange and opened as 
branches. The Corn Exchange Bank 
_ has forty-three branches in the 
city. 


Prominent in Clearing House. 


Mr, Nash was also conspicuous in con- 
nection with the Clearing House Asso- 
clation. He first became prominent in 
the association as a member of the 
Loan Committee in the panic of 1893. 
The position was one of great respon- 
sibility, for it was the duty of the com- 
mittee to pass upon the securities that 
formed the basis of financial reiief. 

Since 1891 Mr. Nash was one of the 
controlling spirits of the. Clearing 
House. He was its President in 1895-96. 
With J. Edward Simmons and Freder- 
ick D. Tappan he bought the land and 
directed the building of the new Clear- 
ing House. 

in the 1907 financial flurry Mr. Nash 
again became prominent as <‘hairman 
of the Ciearing House Committee, which 
had almost absolute @ower not only in 
the management of the Clearing House 
but in passing upon the qualifications 
of member banks and their suspension. 
He was referred to by associates in 
1907 as ‘‘ the balance wheel of the bank- 
ing situation.”’ 

n 1910 Mr. Nash retired from the 
presidency of the Corn Exchange Bank 
and became Chairman of the board. He 
continued his activities in its affairs 
throughout his life, going to business 
every day. 

Mr. Nash was President of the Clear- 
ing House =e Company and the 
Corn Exchange Safe Deposit Company, 
and Second Vice President and a Trustee 
of the Bowery Savings Bank. He was 
also a Director in the following institu- 
Pittsburgh Steel Company, Home 
Life Insurance Company, Lloyd's Plate 
Glass Company, the International Hle- 
vating Company and the Queen Insur- 
ance Company of America. He was a 
Trustee of the American Surety Com- 
any, the New York Produce Exchange 
Safe Deposit and Storage Company and 
the. Title Guaruntee and Trust Com- 
panys He was also a Director of several 
clubs and Trustee of Wells College, Au- 
rora, N, Y 

His clubs included the Union League, 
the Metropolitan, the New York Ath- 
letic, Hamilton and Republican. 

Mr. Nash is survived by two children 
—Warren B. Nash, treasurer of the 
Stock Exchange, and Mabelle Nash 
Ponvert, who lived with him at 410 
Park Avenue. Mrs. Nash died many 
years ago. 

Funeral services will be held this after- 
noon at 3:30, at St. Bartholomew's 
Church.

The laws require butchers and other 
merchants dealing in kosher products to 
label their wares. “‘ kosher’”’ or ‘* ngn- 
kosher’ and that they display signs’ in 
the windows of their establishments to 
the same effeet.

‘LIQUOR ON FREIGHT VESSEL 


Agents Get 2,055 Cases and 25 Bar- 
rels of Whisky—Under Fire 
Lj on Brooklyn Pier.

Government agents yesterday seized 
& two-masted schooner of British regis- 
try with.a cargo of 2,000 cases of Scotch 
whisky, took charge of an excursion 
boat in the herbor alleged to have been 
operating a bar aboard, confiscated ten 
cases of Scotch whisky which bootleg- 
gers were trying to get off the French 
freighter Phoebus in Brooklyn, after an 
-jexchange of shots; seized twenty-five 
jbarrels of whisky labeled “ pine tar” 
found on a coastwise steamer from Sa- 
vannah, which may also be seized; took 
part in a thrilling rescue of two alleged 
liquor smugglers and seized their motor- 
boat with forty-five cases of Scotch 
whisky, after fighting a fire and saving 
the craft. 
Prohibition officials considered that it 
| had been a rather active day. Ralph A. 
| Day, Director for this State, was 
pleased at the news of the capture of 
the boats and whisky, and remarked that 
the bootleggers are having great diffi- 
culty now in obtaining their supplies of 
Hquors. j 
The two-masted British schooner Gam- 
ma, which had 2,000 cases of whisky 
aboard, valued at. about $200,000, wus 
captured about two miles off Montauk 
Point after a short chase by the Govern- 
ment rum-chaser Hansen, in charge of 
Inspector Percy Johnson. Word of the 
capture was received here by Thomas 
W. Whittle, Surveyor of the Port. Deg- 
uty Surveyor William Sanders was sent 
te bring the schooner to this port. 


Caught After a Chase. 


For the last week the Hansen has bes:n 

“patrolling off Long Island in search of 
‘fum-runners, some eight or ten of which 
gre said tc be operating off this coast. 
A few days ago it was rumored that a 
echooner had been about Montauk and 
wmside the three-mile limit. Early yes- 
terday morning the vessel was sighted 
about two miles off Montauk Point, and 
after a chase it was overhauled. In- 
epector JohnSon went aboard and found 
the whisky. 

' fhe master of the schooner is said to 
have told the customs men that he was 
mound from Halifax to Havana. Cus- 
toms agents allege that the schooner has 
been stopping en route to transfer part 
of her cargo to small boats, which n 
turn landed the liquor at points on Long 
Tslend. 

When the Gamma left Halifax, ac- 
cording to Government agents, she had 
on board more whisky than she had 
when seized. Government agents at 
Halifax had posted the Government 
agents here, it was said. No arrests 
were made, but the members of the 
crew were held for questioning and ar- 
rests may be made later. 

The rum-chaser Newberry, with her 
lights out, was waiting silently early 

. yesterday morning off Sandy Hook for 
rum-runners believed to be loading car- 
goes from larger vessels beyond the 
three-mile limit, when the exhaust of a 
motorvoat was heard a short distance 
away. * The motorboat appeared to be 
heaaed directly toward the Newberry, 
and to avoid a collision the scarchlight 
of the Government boat was turned on 
the oncoming craft.

Keansburg Steamer Seized. 


The steamer Smithfield of the Keans- 
burg Steamship Company, of Keans- 


burg, N. J., whicn operates on a reg- 
ular schedule between New York and 
Keansburg, was seized by Prohibition 
Agents Sassi and Rosen’ of Director 
Day's staff, soon after the incoming 
passengers had left the vessel. The 
agents alleged that they had bought 
drinks on the boat. Later five mem- 
bers of the crew of the Smithfield were 
arrested on a charge of violating the 
Volstead act. Taken before United 
States Commissioner Hitchcock, all 
were discharged except James Cavan- 
augh, the bartender, who was held in 
$500 bail for examination next Thurs- 


ay. 

Hight cases of beer, two pints of 
whisky and two pints of gin were seized 
aboard the vessel, according to John S. 
Parsons, Chief of the Enforcement 
Agents. The search of the vessel was 
made on a search warrant. Captain 
Raynor of the Smithfield, and James 
Cavanaugh, an employe, were detained 
and questioned. 

This is the first of the local boats 
seized by prohibition agents for alleged 
rum selling. The steamer Trojan of the 
Albany Night Line was the first, how- 
ever, to arouse their suspicions. Agents 
McCay and Reager, it is alleged, bought 
liquor on the boat on a trip to Albany a 
Yew nights ago, and when they arrived 
in Albany several arrests were made. 
Director Day and Chief Parsons_said 
yesterday that it had been found the 
boat could not very well be seized, as 
wD being operated under a receiver- 
ship. 

Agents on the staff of John D. Ap- 
pleby, Zone Chief, seized twenty-five 
barrels of whisky si ier 52 of the 
Ocean Steamship Company, which oper- 
utes steamers between this city and 
Savannah, Ga. Mr. Appleby declared 
the liquor had been shipped here on the 
steamship Atlantic of the Savannah Line 
as pine tar, and said he would recom- 
mend to the officials in Washington 
that the vessel be seized. He was asked 
whether a railroad car in which Hquor 
had been illegally shipped could be 
seized. Mr. Appleby replied that he 
doubted the authority of the Govern- 
ment to make such a seizure. 

The stores of seized liquors at the Cus- 
tom House were increased yesterday by 
the addition of ten cases of Scotch whis- 
ky, taken by Customs Agents John Me- 
Adam, Walter Semsey, E. J. Satrace and 
William Magin on a pier in Brooklyn. 
Three bootleggers were trying to get the 
whisky transferred from the French 
freighter Phoebus, docked alongside the 
Erie breakwater at the Erie Basin, to a 
motor boat. The men got away after a 
lively revolver battle with the customs 
officials. Nobody was injured in the 
fusillade of bullets, but one of the boot- 
leggers slipped into the water in climb- 
ing down a rope to the motor boat. He 
was rescued by his companions. Mem- 
bers of the crew of the freighter denied 
that they had sold any whisky. 


RUM SUPPLY BASE 
FOR CABARETS RAIDED 


Detectives Trail Waiters Carrying 
“Drinks, Capture Vanlcad 
and Seize Owner. 


Detectives Bergatt and Bulocco of ip- 
spector Bolan’s staff shortly after mid- 
night this morning battered down the 


doors of an apartment on the third floor 
of an apartment house at the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Fifty-third 
Street and seized a canload of liquors. 
The detectives had obtained a search 
warrant for the apartment from Jus- 
tice McGoldrick of the Supreme Court 
after they had obtained evidence, it was 
alleged, that the place was being used 
—- supply station for Broadway caba- 
rets. 

When they got into the 
they found that the lights had been 
turned off, but search of one of the 
rooms revealed Vittero Carmine, whom 
they arrested on a charge of violating 
tre Mullen-Gage law in having liquors 
in his possession, The detectives said 
later that they also found a pistol in the 
place, and an additional charge of vio- 
lating the Sullivan law was lodged 
against Carmine when he was taken to 
the West Forty-seventh Street Station 
with the seized liquors. . 

After the liquor had been carried into 
the station from a patrol wagon, the 
detectives counted ninety-six quarts of 
gin, thirty pints of ‘‘ Old Shenley ”’ 
whisky, thirty-six quarts of Bacardi 
rum, two and a half gallons of sherry 
wine, four gallons of port wine, twenty- 
eight quarts of French vermouth, eleven 
quarts of ‘‘ Johnny Walker.”” Scotch 
whisky and nineteen bottles of beer with 
more than two and one-half per cent. 
of alcoholic content, the detectives al- 
leged. 

The detectives said that for more than 
a week they had been watching the 
place, and during that. time they 
observed waiters and others connected 
with cabarets in the vicinity visit the 
place and leave with mysterious parcels. 

Each waiter was trailed to his place 
of employment. The police say the 
drinks were brought only as fast as cus- 
tomers ordered. The detectitves had 
obtained a clue to the alleged supply 
house, it was reported, through fre- 
quenting several cabarets in the vicin- 
ity in the last three weeks and ingra- 
tiating themselves with hangers-on, who 
explained that there was plenty of liquor 
to be obtained in a ‘‘ supply house” 
nearby. » 

Eventually thev followed the waiter 
in one of these pluces to the apartment 
houge, and on Wednesday night, they 
alleged, posted themselves in the hall- 
way on the third floor and watched a 
man coming out with what later proved 
to be liquor. 

Carmine would make no _ statement 
when questioned by the detectives ex- 
cept to say that he did not know there 
was liquor in the apartment.

9 ARRESTS REVEAL. |Deputy Shot Dead in Mexican Chamber ; 
Defeated Candidate Kills His 


HUGE BOOTLEG DEAL) 


Real Estate Men Involved in Dis- 
appearance of $500,000 
Whisky and Champagne. 


TRACED TO PURCHASERS 


Mannie. Kessler and M. Sweetwood 
Released on Bail—Two Others 
May Surrender. 


Two men were arrested -yesterday in 
connection with what John D. Appleby, 
zone chief in charge of New York State 
and New Jersey, calls the activities of 
“‘one of the biggest bootleg rings in the 
country,” and two others, alleged to 
have been involved in the same trans- 
action, are expected to surrender to the 
officials today.» The men arrested are 
Mannie Kessler, a real estate broker, 
formerly a wholesale liquor dealer, and 
now having an office at Forty-fourth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, and Maurice 
Sweetwood, said to be a partner in the 
real estate business of C. Albin & Co., 
342 Madison Avenue. Both waived ex- 
amination before Commissioner Hitch- 
cock. Kessler was held in $1,000 bail 
and Sweetwood in $2,000 bail. Kessler 
is reputed to be worth $5,000,000 or $10,- 
000, 000. 


Chief Appleby charges that Kessler 
and Sweetwood and the two men not 
yet arrested are involved in the disap- 
pearance of. 4,900 cases of ‘‘ Auld Scot- 
tie’ whisky and 290 cases of cham- 

agne from the Republic Storage Ware- 
Soobe, 541 West Thirty-fourth Street, 
between May 23 and Aug. 1. The whis- 
ky was owned by Hartman & Gold- 
smith, importers, and the champagne 
belonged to Porges & Levy, 127 est 
Seventeenth Street, also an importing 
firm. The taxes had not been paid on 
either lot at the time of the disappear- 
ance, but subsequently Porges & Levy 
paid the taxes and penalties on the 
champagne. 

A demand has been made by. customs 
officials in the firm of Hartman 
Goldsmith for the payment of $143,000 
taxes and penalties in connection with 
the disappearance of the whisky. This 
has not yet been paid, but will be, Mr. 
Appleby said, because the firm has a 
bond covering the amount. 


Forged Permits Used. 


The whisky and champagne were 
withdrawn from the Republic ware- 
house, Mr. Appleby charges, on forged 
custom permits for transfer to another 
bonded warehouse. in Philadelphia. 


Payment of taxes is not required in 
such cases. The storekeeper at the Re- 
public accepted the custom permit in 
good faith, he told Chief Appleby, and 
then immediately made return to the 
Custom House. Chief Appleby said 
that the custom authorities never re- 
ceived the papers said to have been 
mailed by the storekeeper. 

The liquors, valued at more than $500,- 
000, disappeared after they left the ware- 
house. They were to have been trans- 
ported by truck to Philadelphia. Some 
of the Hquor has been recovered from a 
half dozen different sources by agents 
working under Mr. Appleby, and some 
of it is stored at prohibition headquar- 
ters now. The persons from whom the 
liquor was purchased told the agents, 
Mr. Appleby said, that they bought it 
from the four men who are named in 
Federal warrants issued yesterday. Affi- 
davits to this effect are in possession 
of Chief Appleby. 

Mr. Appleby said he has ascertained 
that the whisky and champagne head 
been transferred to ‘‘ Frank J. Sulli- 
van ’’' by purchase of the warehouse 
certificates. The Federal authorities are 
working on the theory that Sullivan is 
a fictitious name. 

Three arrests in connection with this 
case, which was first brought to light 
by Ralph A. Day, Federal Prohibition 
Director for this State, were made 
about two weeks ago by Mr. Appleby’s 
men. Some of the whisky had been 
found in their possession. 


More Arrests Promised. 


Other arrests are to be made, Mr. 
Appleby said, the investigation having 
just got under way. He said that re- 
ports persisted that Federal prohibition 


agents were involved, but that until 
yesterday he had not given any consid- 
eration to this phase of the matter. 
From now on the investigation will 
centre somewhat on the part certain 
agents are alleged to have played in 
the disappearance of the liquors. 

Saul Grill, confidential investigator 
for E. C. Yellowley, chief of the gen- 
eral agents, who is perhaps the most 
feared man in bootleg circles, because 
he is credited with knowing more of 
them and their schemes than any other 
man in the service, arrived in the city 
yesterday and visited prohibition head- 
quarters, His visit here at this time 
was regarded as _ significant. 

Acting Mayor’ Murray Hulbert, as 
counsel for Young King, Chinese mer- 
chant of 24 Mott Street, appeared be- 
fore Judge Edwin W. Holmes tn the 
Federal District Court and asked for the 
release of tivee shipments of Chinese 
medicinal wins seizet by Government 
agents under the Volstead act. He exe 
plained that ii was unfit for beverage 
purposes. Judge Holmes ordered the 
release of the wine. 


Agents Make More Seizures. 


John S, Parsons, chief of the en- 
forcement agents of the State, an- 
nounced the seizure by William Bren- 
nan, agent in ‘charge at Syracuse, of 
300 cases of alcohol sponge. There were 
six dozen pint ‘bottles to a case and 
consigned to F. Amier & Co., 314 Ash 
Street, Syracuse, but investigation dis- 
closed that no such firm was known 
at that address. The shipment was 
made by David Berg, Pier 41, this city. 
The bottles were labeled “ alcohol 
sponge, manufactured by Miffin Chem- 
ical Corporation.’’ According to the 
label the content's contained 93 per cent. 
alcohol. . 

A still of 200-gallon capacity and a 
quantity of alcohol, mash, &c., were 
seized on the top floor of the building at 
135 Hamilton Avenue, Brooklyn, by De- 
tective William Kenny and other detec- 
tives of the Spécial Service Division 
from Police Headquarters. -On the sec- 
ond floor, the detectives arrested Joseph 
Mutell, charging him with violating the 
State dry law. The police say five bar- 
rels of beer, two bottles of whisky and 
one barrel of mash were found there. 
Joseph Dargan of 506 Seventh Avenue, 
owner of the saloon on the ground floor 
and lessee of the premises, also was ar- 
rested. 

A raid was made on a wine cellar at 
Corona, L. I., by. men: of Chief. Inspec- 
tor Lahey’s staff, and ten barrels of 
wine and two barrels of whisky seized. 
The house is occupied by. Archie Gal- 
lot, who was driving away in an automo- 
bile. The officers stopped the car and 
Gallot was locked up at Police Head- 
quarters on a charge of violating the 
State dry law.

VETERANS CHARGE 
HOSPITAL BEATINGS 


State Legion Commander Dee- 
gan Starts Investigation of 
Two Complaints. 


ONE VIOLENT, DOCTOR SAYS 


Hospital 81, in the Bronx, With 500 
Patients, Named In Both 
Charges. 


Following charges of brutality to ex- 
service men, patients at United States 
Veterans’ Hospital 81, for Mental Cases, 
at Kingsbridge Road and Sedgewick 
Avenue, the Bronx, an inquiry was 
started yesterday by the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau in this district and by the New 
York State Department of the American 
Legion. William F. Deegan, New York 
Commander of the Legion, said last 
night that if the facts bore out the alle- 
gations he would immediately demand 
a Congressional investigation of the in- 
stitution. 

Mrs. ‘leresa Martin of 401 East 136th 
Street declared on Wednesday that her 


son, John B. Martin, who had been sent 
from Hospital 81 to a Government sani- 
tarium in Greenwich about two weeks 
ago, had received several beatings while 
he was in Hospital 81. Similar charges 
were made to the Veterans’ Bureau by 
Martin’s fellow-patients. 

As the legion inquiry was getting un- 
der way yesterday afternoon, Agnes 
Sanson, a nurse, telephoned to Major 
Deegan from Wood's Registry. for 
Nurses at 22 West 104th = Street, 
that her brother, Nicholas B. San- 
son, a patient at Hospital 81, had 
been brutally beaten by guards there. 
She had pust come from the hospital, 
she said, where her brother was lying in 
a plaster_cast, witn several ribs broken, 
a fractured wrist, ears torn and his face 
a mass of bruises. 


Sends Men to Investigate. 


Major Deegan sent two men to the hos- 
pital to get a report of the occurrence. 
Dr. A. P. Conquest, in charge of the 
hospital, said last night that he knew 
nothing of any brutality to Martin. He 
declared, however, that there were strict 
rules against any violence to patients 
cn the part of the guaras, and that those 


rules were lived up to. Regarding the 
ease of Sanson, Dr. Conquest said that 
he injured himself during a frenzy. 

‘The man was extremely violent at 
times,’’ said Dr. Conquest. ‘‘ The other 
night, when the attendants looked for 
him, they couldn't find him. Naturally 
they were worried and made an “ex- 
tended search. As they entered a dark 
room, Sanson suddenly leaped out on 
them and put 4 a terrific fight. He 
received his injuries during this struggle. 
There was absolutely no beating or any 
of that sort of thing. I have several 
witnesses who were present and they 
are all agreed on this point.”’ 

Miss Sanson~was ‘positive last night 
that her brother could not have received 
the hurts he did except from use of 
force. 

‘TI know that they simply beat him 
up,’’ she said. ‘‘I have been a trained 
nurse for more than twenty years and 
I know what I am talking about. You 
see, I usually visit my brother three 
times a week and I take him eggs and 
fruit and sometimes clothes: Last week 
I noticed that he didn't have his good 
new shoes that I had brought, but was 
wearing a pair several sizes too small. 
He said they had been stolen from him, 
as were some shirts I brought him. 


Going to District Attorney. 


‘“When I asked for him today they 
took me into the ward and he was lying 
in a sort of plaster jacket, his hands 
bound and his face swollen and black 
and blue. I told Major Deegan about 
it at once, and the first thing tomorrow 
I am going to take it to the District 
Attorney in the Bronx.’ Sanson, ac- 
cording to his sister, is 45 years old 
and took part in twenty-six battles. 

Major Deegan said that he was going 
to push the inquiry of the Legion to the 
utmost lengths. 

‘““T am not going to judge the hos- 
pital,"’ he satd, ‘‘ but the fact of these 
two complaints coming on top of each 
other demands that we get at all the 
facts of the case. I called Major Lent 
today and told him the Legion was go- 
ing to get at the bottom of the matter 
and that it was up to him to help. He 
promised us every assistance and orderea 
some investigators to the hospital at 
once. . 

“You see we are somewhat handi- 
capped, as the witnesses testifying 
against the guards are in most cases in- 
sane patients, whose credibility wouldn’t 
stand for an instant In any court. But 
if there has been any brutality there 
we are going to find it out and we'll 
go after the men responsible, .make no 
mistake about that. Those boys, all of 
them, are in that hospital because of the 
effects cf the war In which they served 
this nation. 

‘But the fault lies with the Govern- 
ment. It has built a hospital for the 
insane in a city like New York and 
has not even attempted to segregate the 
patients from the outside world. There 
should be a wall around the hospital 

ounds that would protect the men 
nside from rough treatment that their 
actions sometimes bring upon them 
from persons who do nut understand 
their plight. And there should certainly 
be that wall to protect citizens from 
the insane. If the facts warrant it, I 
shall immediately demand an investiga- 
tion by Congress.’’ 

Hospital 81 has been open for about 
5 months. It now houses about 500 pa- 
tients and is said to be one of the most 
modern institutions for the insane in 
the world.

TWO EXECUTED IN SING SING 


Herbert W. Smith, Who Shot Post- 
master at Nineveh Junction, 
Pays Extreme Penalty.

OSSINING,. Aug. 31.—Luther Boddy, 
negro ‘‘cop fighter,’’ ex-convict and 
bad man, who murdered two detectives 
in Harlem on Jan. 5 last, was put to 
death in the electric chair in Sing Sing 
Prison tonight. 

Boddy, who abandoned a few days 
ago a tentative attempt to trade alleged 
knowledge of other Harlem murderers 
for a commutation, explaining that his 
mood of penitence had passed, went to 
the electric chair in the same _ stolid 
mood in which he had lived his 
days. 

Boddy spent most of the day reading 
a Robert W. Chambers novel, chatted 
with the Rev. D, Anthony N.- Petersen, 
Protestant Chaplain of the prison, and 
went unmoved through a last visit from 
his widowéd mother, Mrs. Ella Boddy 
of Montclair, N. J. He ate with relish 
two ample meals of his own choosing 
and, shortly before the door into the 
execution chamber swung open for him, 
he described himself as 
right.’’ 

As Boddy was led from his cell in the 
death house, he called ‘‘ Good-bye, 
boys,’’’ to the others awaiting the same 
fate. He walked briskly and unassisted 
into the execution chamber, keeping a 
smile on his lips. As he was being 
strapped into the chair he said, ‘‘ Good- 
bye, Doc’’ to Dr. Ames O. Squire, the 
prison physician. It was 11:02 when 
he entered the execution room, and 11:07

|} when he was pronounced dead. 


Another murderer, Herbert W. Smith, 
white, was put to death here tonight. 
Smith killed Postmaster Lewis Johnson 


at Nineveh Junction two years ago, 
snatching a shotgun from Johnson with 
his manatled hands after ne had been 
captured in a hold-up, managing to 
pull the trigger. When tnese two paid 


the extreme penalty the number of ex- 


ecutions at Sing Sing reached 200 since 
the chair first was put into use on July 
7, 1801. Smith followed 
after Boddy 
minuteg. 

Principal Keeper Thomas McInerney 
was in charge of the death chamber to- 
night, Warden Lawes having missed 
executions for the first time in his two 
years’ incumbency because he is on va- 
eation. The nature of Boddy’s crime 
and the notoriety it occasioned him re- 
sulted in an unusually large number of 
applications to see him die. Invitations 
were limited rigidly, however, to ths 
twelve lawful witnesses and working 
ournalists. A ban by Chief Inspector 

hey of the New York City Police De- 
partment had ended the hopes of about 
one hundred policemen who wanted to 
see the slayer of their comrades die. 

Boddy’s crime was one of the most 
daring that was-committed while the 
New York City crime wave was at its 
height. Detective Sergeants Francis J. 
M. Buckley and William A. Miller, who 
had been seeking Boddy for some time 
in connection with the shooting of Jas- 
per Rkodes, a negro patrolman, 
had been badly injured, learned that 
Boddy was gute to call at a school in 
Harlem on the night of Jan. 5 to discuss 
with a probation officer the parole for 
his wife, Annie Brown, who was about 
to be released from Auburn prison. The 
detectives picked up Boddy at the school 
and started for the West 135th Street 
Station, intending to question him. 

When they got within 200 feet of the 
station house, Boddy, who had not been 
searched by the detectives and appar- 
ently was unarmed, flashed a pistol 
which he had kept hidden in his sleeve, 
tied to a string so that it would sNde 
down under his armpit if he raised 
his hands to be searched. He fired at 
his captors at close range. One of them 
died as he was being carried into a 
postal, The other died in a hospital 
a few hours after the shooting. 

The instant the two detectives dropped 
and he was free, Boddy fled, losing 
himself in some negro warren in Har- 
lem. Thereafter there ensued a hunt 
for him in which 40,000 policemen, sher- 
iffs, county detectives and others in the 
Metropolitan District were on the alert. 

Disguising himself as a woman, Boddy 
made his way to Newark. There he kid- 
napped a taxicab driver, forcing the man 
at pistol’s point to drive him to Glen 
Lake, Pa. Thence he made his way to 
the outskirts of Philadelphia, where he 
hid in a house occupied by negroes. A 
negro Magistrate, learning that the 
armed desperado was there, crept in up- 
on him while Boddy was asleep, covered 
him with the aid of several others, took 
the slayers, pistol from under his pillow 
and marched him off, barefooted, to a 
police btn

his double killing was that hie thomehe 
the detectives, who, he said, had abused. 
him before, were. takirg him to the sta- 
tion house -to beat him. He was in- 
dicted, tried and-‘convicted all within 
twenty-five days of the date of ‘his 
crime. He grinned at the verdict. He 
was only 23 years old, but had a long 
criminal record. 

The fight to save him was short-lived. 
The Court of Appeals upheld the verdict 
and Governor Miller was deaf to a plea 
for mercy. His execution within less 
than eight months. of the date of his 
crime marked a murder case handled all 
the way through with unusual severity. 

On Aug. 22 last Boddy’s wife, who 
had been sent back to Auburn Prison, 
where she is serving. a term for lar- 
ceny, was brought to Ossining and al- 
lowed to enter the death house for a 
brief farewell with her husband.

‘THINNEST DAY BYER 


Contributors Tighten Up After 
Reading About Malone’s 
Motor: Car. 


BUSINESS GONE, SAYS WIFE 


Experts Say Malone Didn’t Rank 
High as a Money- 
Maker. 


Printer’s ink, the life-blood. of other 
business, has ruined the trade of Hor- 
ton Malone, the legless pencil peddler, 
who has been living at the Hotel Marl- 
borough in Broadway and maintaining 
a motor car and chauffeur. / 

Malone remained in seclusion away 


from ‘the- hotel most of yesterday, but} 


his’ wife said that for the time being 
publicity had destroyed his occupation. 
Asked if ne would take up some new 
line, Mrs. Malone said: ’ 

‘* There is very little that a man with- 
out legs can do.”’ ‘ 

Not only did Malone suffer, but all 
peddlers and beggars, especially those in 
wheel carts, reported slim takings yes- 
terday. In the Times Square vicinity, 
where beggars are thickest, they made a 


new low record. - 


Malone holds a license from the city 
and nominally sells pencils, although 
nearly every customer gives him money 
and forgets to take the pencil in ex- 
change. There is nothing in the license 
to limit his income, and as far as the 
city is concerned, he is entitled to re- 


ceive all that he can get. Many beggars 
use volce, make-up and gesture to give 
the idea that they afte in pain and starv- 
ing, in spite of the fact that their earn- 
ings may be huge, but the pencil-peddler 
pointed out that he resorted to no such 
artifices. According to Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue merchants, Malone’s ac- 
count of himself is correct. By being 
well-groomed, cheerful and smiling, he 
has stood out In contrast with his rivals. 


Saw Him Make $5 in a Half Hour. 


‘‘T have seen him make $5 in half an 
hour peddling pencils in front of the 
Hotel Hermitage,’ said a small shop- 


keeper near the hotel. ‘‘ He is a hand- 
some young fellow and always pleasant. 
He always seemed to make a hit with 
people.”’ 

Mrs. Malone said yesterday that the 
prosperity of her husband had _ been 
much exaggerated. Her explanation of 
the automobile, the chauffeur and the 
life on Broadway was that the car was 
one of the cheapest makes; that it had 
been bought on the installment plan; 
that it was purchased in the first place 
because it was cheaper than paying 
railroad fares, as Malone spends his 
Winters in the South, running small 
concessions at State and county fairs; 


that the chauffeur took part of his pay’ 


in the use of the automobile. 

The Malones denied statements that 
they possessed diamonds or evening 
clothes and said that their car had been 
seized because they were unable to pay 
a claim of $118 against it. They said 
that they had moved into the hotel for 
a few days because Malone’s mother-in- 
law and other relatives were visiting 
them for the first time in five years 
and there was no room for. them in 
their tiny uptown apartment. Malone 
declined to give an exact account of 
his earnings, but insisted that he 
reached the figure of $10 only on red- 
letter days. In spite of his car, chauf- 
feur- and Broadway- hotel, Malone is 
said to rank very low as a wage-earner 
when compared with the stars of the 
peddling and begging industry in the 
Times Square section and other crowded 
parts of New York. 


Calls Campbell the Headliner. 


The world’s highest-priced beggar is 
said to be Thomas Campbell, who, since 
losing a hand in a railroad accident, 
donned khaki, covered his chest with 
medals until it looked like Aaron's 
breastplate and plunged into Times 
Square crowds, shoving his crippled 
hand into startled faces and scooping 


in small coins with the other. 

“JT got this fighting for you,’’ he 
would exclaim, flourishing his arm, 
‘* Come across.” , 

One of the big moneymakers was a 
one-legged man who had a stand at 
South Ferry, but his business was ruined 
when Roy P. Gates, one of the organiz- 
ers of the National Committee on Va- 
grancy and Begging and an authority on 
begging and mendicants, said in a state- 
ment to THE NEw YorK Tres that the 
one-leged operator at South Ferry had & 
big income and possessed on of New 
York’s best cellars of Scotch whisky, to 
which he .devoted himself when the 
weather w inclement. Surprised and 
envious commuters refused to contribute 
any Jonger. The beggar went to the 
Joint Application Bureau for employ- 
ment and got a steady job, at which he 
is doing well. 

“This man Matone could do the same 
thing, and we would be willing to help 
him,” said Mr. Gates. ‘‘In spite of 
being seriously crippled, a man as clever 
as he is represented to be could find a 
good, legitimate livelihood. Without a 
question he would be much happier in 
the long run.”

President Root’s Statement. 


Mr. Root, as President of the Hudson

CALL OFF MOVIE STRIKE. 


Union Operators and Theatre Own- 
ers Renew Old Wage Scale. 


The strike of motion picture operators 
in the leading Manhattan motion pic- 
ture theatres promised for today, has 
been called off, officials of Moving Pic- 
ture Machine Operators’ Protective 
Union, Local 306, announced last night. 
They said that the theatre owners had 
met thelr demands for renewals of the 
old wage scale and working conditions.

The strike threat was due to a 
misunderstanding as to the desire of 
the owners. This has now been ad- 
justed and we have established a tri- 
bunal that will go a long way in estab- 
lishing peace fn the industry.’’

KARAKUL SHEEP IN CANADA. 


Successful Breeder of Exotic Anl- 
mals Fosters New Industry. 


Heralded as the only breeder of Kara- 
kul sheep in the British Empire, Dr. 
Omer H. Patrick recently arrived in 
England from Canada, where he main- 
tains a flock of a thousand head, some 
pure Karakul and some crossed with 
British domestic sheep. 

The Persian lamb of commerce is de- 
rived from the pélts of the young of 
the Karakul sheep, a native of Bok- 
hara, in Russian Turkestan. 

Canada’s new industry, in which he 
is pioneer, is now eight years old, said 
Dr. Patrick on his arrival in England. 
In 1913, the doctor said, he was asked 
to take over some Karakul sheep which 
had been brought from Bokhara, but 
which were not thriving in ~ Eastern 
Canada. In Alberta he soon found not 
only that, they thrived, but that whey 
were strongly opposed to anything like 
face suicide. They increased and mul- 
tiplied according to the Biblical injunc- 
tion. 

Dr. Patrick then experimented in 
cross-breeding on his ranch near Cal- 
gary, Alberta, and reports that he met 
with excellent success, so that now, in 
addition to disposing of pelts and meat, 
he is also selling live animals to other 
farmers who wish to go into the indus- 
try. He predicts a big future for Kara- 
kul breéding in Western Canada. As 
an illustration of the value to which 
Persian lamb fur might reach, he cited

RECORD OIL CONSUMPTION. 


More Crude Petroleum Used in July 
Than Ever Before. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Consump- 
tion, of crude petroleum in July was the 
highest on-record for any month, hav- 
ing increased more than 51,000 barrels 
as compared with June, while the daily 
average production decreased 15,633 bar- 
rels, thé Geological Survey announced 
today in its monthly report. . 

Domestic production in July aggre- 
gated 46,593,000 barrels, an averagee of 
1,503,000 daily, compared with 45,559,000 
barrels, an average of 1,518,633, in June. 

Imports were estimated at 11,308,000 
barreis, an average of 364,773 daily, com- 
pared with 12,182,000, an average of 406,- 
062 barrels daily. Exports were esti- 
mated at 853,000 barrels, compared with 
825,000 in June. 


Stocks held July 31 aggregated 261,- 
478,000 barrels, or a supply of 158 days, 
compared with 255,817,000, or 159 days’. 
supply on June 30. 

Estimated consumption of domestic and 
imported petroleum was 51,387,000 bar- 
rels, an average of 1,657,645 daily, com- 
pared with 48,192,000, an average of 
1,606,400 daily, in June.

J. H. Tregoe, executive héad of the 
National Association of Credit Men, 
yesterday disclosed the existence of 
bankruptcy rings of lawyers in various 
cities throughout the country, and. 
called for a hougécleaning of the legal 
profession. According to Mr. Tregoe, 
credit. men hatve discovered that ‘a 
large préportion of indecent bankrupt- 
cies and unfair compositions, or com- 
promises, are suggested, recommended 
or urged by members of the bar.’ His 
statements were made in a letter to 
members of the ‘association, and he 
sald he wrote from the viewpoint of 
30,000 financial executives ‘dealing with 
retailers. . 

“We have now under observation a 
locality,’ said Mr. Tregoe, “where a 
small company of legal practitioners 
make a business of filing defective in- 
voluntary bankruptcy petitions in col- 
lusion with the debtors, and for the 
purpose of getting time in the amend- 
ing of the petition so that the debtors 


may get away with a large part of the 
assets. And this sort of thing happens 
under the nose of the Court. 

The credit waste of the nation, result- 
ing from bad debts, would be in large 
measure raduced if all legal practitioners 
were faithful to their trust and held 
constan in mind the fact that they 
were officers of the-State, sworn to de- 
fend the law and maintain good order. 

‘“The law schools of the nation are 
ginding out annually thousands of law- 
yers withont any thought as to how 
overcrowded the profession is becoming 
or what are the fundamental qualifica- 

j tions of the ‘candidates. Conditions 
should be imposed which will assure to 
the profession the geo sd types of candi- 
date, men who wl ace the law first 
and selfish interests last. 

“In a large number of cases bank- 
ruptcies would not occur were the at- 
torney, receiving a-single claim against, 
the debtor, not to cast about. tmmediate- 
ly for two others, in order that a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy be filed. Many an 
honest debtor would be tided over his 
difficulties, and granted a new hold on 
business life, if the fapacioua lawyer 
could .be eliminated ont it were per- 
mitted that, the debtor's faifs be 
treated with {udigeauead A Yairness. 

‘We appeal strongly to the leaders of 
the bar to clon house, to make it more 
difficult than it is now for unfit men to 
enter the profession of the law, and to 
punish those within the profession who 
are of unfair tendencies and have main- 
cm in, mind the seeking of personal 

ain.

“The Governor, in Yeply to a letter 
of inquiry from this office,” Chargé 
d'Affaires Tellez said, ‘‘informed us 
that two Mexicans had been killed in 
the so-called. massacre, and added that 
his statement was based on the find- 
ings of the Coroner’s jury at Herrin. 

‘* Further evidence was sought by the 
Mexican Consul at Chicago upon receipt 
of this’ communication,”’ Sefior Tellez 
said, ‘‘ but the Consul could find no re- 
sponsible authorities at Herrin through 
whom to pursue his inquiries. He was 
told that the Mayor was ‘ out of town,’ 
that there was no Acting Mayor,: that 
the Chief of Police was out-of town and 
there seemed to be no Acting Chief.’’ 

Sefior Tellez expressed the opinion that 
the Grand Jury was doing all in: its 
power to investigate the matter consci- 
entiously with regard both to Americans 
who -were .killed and to Mexicans be- 
lieved. fo have been killed in the rioting.
